The construction of a new 
playground for Elba Ele- 
mentary School reached the 
end of Phase I of construc- 
tion last weekend, and that 
makes way for the new 
equipment to be installed in 
August. 

“Under a reimbursement 
program, Elba City Schools 
received a $4,000 grant 
from the Wiregrass Re- 
source Conservation and 
Development Council 
[RC&DC],” said Elba City 
Schools _ superintendent 
Chris Moseley. “We were 
able to utilize those funds 
for the surfacing and level- 
ing of the ground work be- 
fore our new playground 
equipment is put on the 
property.” 

Moseley said Elba City 
Schools is very appreciative 
to the Wiregrass RC&DC 
council because the funds 
they are providing allowed 
the school to get Phase I of 
the playground project 
[prepping the surface for it] 
completed before the new 
equipment even arrived to 
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be constructed for use by 
Elba Elementary School 
students. 

“Tn our agreement for the 
$4,000 reimbursement 
funds the work had to be 
done prior to Aug. Ist for us 
to receive the monies,” 
Moseley said. “We have 
reached that goal and will 
now submit our paperwork 
to the Council for reim- 
bursement of the funds.” 

The superintendent said 
he felt like a check presen- 
tation for those funds to the 
school system would be 
held in the near future. 

Moseley said he was very 
pleased with the work done 
to prep the playground area 
for the new playground 
equipment. He also noted 
the school system had re- 
ceived a grant from ADEM 
for rubber mulch to be in- 
cluded on the playground 
once the equipment is in 
place. 

The bulk of the monies 
for the playground project 
are coming from funds 
raised in memory of TJ 
Northey, an Elba Elemen- 
tary School student who 
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died last summer in a water- 
park accident while vaca- 
tioning with his family. 
Northey’s mother and step 
father, Leigh and Mark 
Wicker, are both educators 
at Elba City Schools. 

Moseley said TJ’s mom 
had been the leading force 
in planning and preparing 
for this new playground, 
which will have several ties 
to things that TJ would have 
loved and enjoyed. 

“T think Leigh’s overall 
plan is to add something of 
need to the playground each 
year from here on out also,” 
Moseley said. “This will be 
a phenomenal way to re- 
member TJ while also giv- 
ing our students at Elba 
Elementary School a top- 
notch playground to enjoy 
their recreation time.” 

Moseley said he was ex- 
cited to see this project tak- 
ing shape, and he looks 
forward to seeing the fin- 
ished product in the near fu- 
ture. 

The next step in the proj- 
ect will be the addition of 
the new equipment once it 
arrives later this month. 


Elba Fire Department excited about new training facility

ning and required 
_ the Elba Fire Department 
has begun construction on — 


an updated training facility. 
The new facility will be 
located on Larkin Road, ac- 
ross from the airport and 
next to the Elba National 
Guard Armory. 

Elba Fire Chief Drew 
Parker said when this facil- 
ity is completed it will lower 
homeowner's insurance pre- 
miums for Elba residents 
since the facility will lower 
the city’s ISO rating. 

“The lower that rating is, 
the cheaper your home- 
owner’s insurance premium 
will be each year,” Parker 
said. 

An ISO rating is how in- 
surance companies can 
quantify the risk posed to 
any given property. It is 
measured on a scale from 
ten to one, with one being 
the safest. Currently, Elba’s 
ISO rating is a four, but 
Parker said the city was very 
close to being a three at the 
last inspection. Each point 
lower roughly equals a 20 
percent decrease in home- 
owner’s insurance pre- 
miums. 

“We were within 2.96 
points from being an even 
lower rating which would 
have lowered us to a three,” 
Parker said. “This training 
center alone, once we get it 
completed, will give us four 
points which would have 
got us to that point.” 

Training centers like the 
one Elba approved are a re- 
sponse to an interesting 
problem that many small- 
town fire departments are 
having. As building codes 
and materials have im- 
proved in recent years, the 
number of large-scale fires 
has gone down. Fewer fires 
means fewer opportunities 
for firefighters to get experi- 
ence. 

“Over the years, the kind 
of on-the-job training that 
firefighters used to get, we 
aren’t getting anymore,” 
Parker said. “Every fire- 
fighter is required to have so 
many hours per year of 
training, and when you have 
a facility like this, you have 
a legitimate way of going 
out there and being able to

we’ ve got to bridge that gap 
to keep our folks trained so 
when the real thing does 
happen, we are prepared,” 
Parker said. 

Now that the department 
has a location and approval 
for the project, Parker said 
the biggest obstacles for 
construction will be funding 
and time-related. 

“We don’t have a certain 
amount of funds that we’re 
looking to pour into it each 
year,” Parker said. “There is 
no set timeframe. It’s as 
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concer is ensuring that 
they keep the town “cov- 
ered” while construction is 
going on. 

“We are trying to figure 
out how much money we 
can comfortably put up 
there and keep up every- 
thing else like trucks and 
equipment here,” Parker 
said. 

The department provided 
a rough schedule which 
shows the facility being op- 
erable in two years and 
completed in five. 
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Contractors Tim Hudson 
and Jeremy Sanders are 
shown above moving dirt 
Friday, July 26, to level 
the ground on the Elba 
Elementary School 
campus to make way for 
new playground 
equipment. The new 
playground for Elba 
Elementary students will be 
top-notch, according to 
Superintendent Chris 
Moseley and it will also 
play tribute to TJ Northey, a 
young EES student who 
died too suddenly last 
summer due to an accident. 
A reimbursement — grant 
form the Wiregrass 
Resource Conservation and 
Development Council is 
supplying $4,000 to cover 
the costs for the ground 
work on this project.

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In border battle, agents face growing crisis

Lately we've heard a 
non-stop narrative from the 
national news media and 
left-wing Democrats about 
the horrific conditions at 
our border. The never-end- 
ing insults directed towards 
our border patrol agents and 
law enforcement has out- 
raged many of us who ap- 
preciate their invaluable 
service to us. Last week, I 
traveled to our southern 
border near El Paso, Texas 
to talk with them directly 
and get a firsthand look at 
the conditions they face. 

Early Monday morning I 
arrived at a border location 
called Monument III on the 
Border of Sunland Mark, 
New Mexico and Cuidad 
Juarez, Mexico. Customs 
and Border Protection 
(CBP) agents and military 
personnel offered me an in- 
tensive behind-the-scenes 
look at their operations. 

A shift in migration pat- 
terns in the last five years 
has led to many more bor- 
der crossings in numbers 
that overwhelm our person- 
nel and infrastructure. Just 
a few months ago, CBP 
agents had 2,000 illegal bor- 
der crossings in downtown 
El Paso in a 24-hour period. 

Most of these migrants, 
in a scheme that is rampant 
across our border, cross

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with their wrists out, wait- 
ing to be arrested so they 
can file an asylum claim. 
After processing, migrants 
are released, Few show up 
for court dates, and most 
asylum claims are rejected 
or found to be fraudulent. 

Without question, most of 
these migrants experienced 
a long, arduous journey. 
Border areas are owned by 
various cartels, and as one 
agent explained, “nobody 
gets here without paying 
something.” Coyotes and 
cartels collaborate to extort 
migrants. Horrific physical 
and sexual abuse is wide- 
spread. 

The wall sections here 
have made patrolling the 
area easier. At Monument 
Ill, the physical barriers 
were constructed in 2007 
after the Secure Fence Act 
of 2006 was passed on a bi- 
partisan basis (back when 
most Democrats supported 
a wall). 

Fortunately, the Depart- 
ment of Defense is currently 
providing camera surveil- 
lance so more CBP agents 
are freed to make arrests. 
But personnel remain 
stretched thin. Oftentimes a 
single agent must arrest and 
detain dozens of migrants 
alone. I was told of three 
CBP agents making 400 ap- 


prehensions at one time. 

My next stop was a tour 
of Bridge of the Americas 
(BOTA) Port of Entry 
(POE) with CBP OFO (Of- 
fice of Field Opportuni- 
ties). BOTA is a cargo, 
pedestrian, and vehicular 
POE that sees an astounding 
24,000 pedestrians and 
30,000 vehicles daily. 

CBP agents at BOTA told 
me they find a shocking 
amount of drugs including 
fentanyl, oxycodone, hero- 
ine, meth, and marijuana. 
Due to the growing strain 
on resources, the National 
Guard has been here on a 
voluntary basis since Oc- 
tober 2018 providing valu- 
able clerical work and 
technology support. 

From here we traveled to 
the El Paso Paso del Norte 
(PDN) Point of Entry, a pe- 
destrian POE. Recently 
most of the migrants here 
have been Mexican, coming 
to the United States for 
work. 

But many have dangerous 
motives. Just days before, 
agents found 14 pounds of 
cocaine packed in a ve- 
hicle’s quarter panels. The 
increased traffic makes it 
extremely difficult to 
adequately screen all the 
crossers. Sadly, this lack of 
resources was a constant 
theme during my visit. 

Without exception, the

Coffee County Schools today announced its policy for free and reduced-price meals for children served in schools under the National School 
Lunch Program and/or School Breakfast Program. Local school officials have adopted the following household size and income criteria for 


determining eligibility: 


Children need healthy meals to learn. Coffee County Schools offers healthy meals every school day. Breakfast costs $1.00; lunch costs $2.25. Your 
children may qualify for free meals or for reduced price meals. Reduced price is$.30 for breakfast and $.40 for lunch. Below are some common 
questions and answers to help you with the application process. 


1. WHO CAN GET FREE OR REDUCED PRICE MEALS? 
All children in households receiving benefits from Alabama SNAP, the Food Distribution Program on Indian Reservations 


(FDPIR) or Alabama TANF, are eligible for free meals. 


Foster children that are under the legal responsibility of a foster care agency or court are eligible for free meals. 
Children participating in their schools Head Start program aresligible for free meals. 
Children who meet the definition of homeless, runaway, or migrant are eligible for free meals. 
Children who are directly certified are eligible to receive free meals. 

When known to Coffee County Schools, households will be notified of their children(s eligibility for free meals based on their 
participation (or a household member‘is participation) in the: o Supplemental Nutrition Assistance Program (SNAP); Food 
Distribution Program on Indian Reservations (FDPIR); or Temporary Assistance for Needy Families (TANF), if the State program 
meets Federal standards. 
When known to Coffee County Schools, households will be notified of any childs eligibility for free meals based on the individual 
childOs designation as Other Source Categorically Eligible, as defined by law.

*** The Elba Tigers season preview is featured in this 
week’s ‘Sports’ and it is a unique season for the Tigers as 
they host six home games and for the first time in years have 
two games on the schedule in the month of August. Elba 
was left with only nine games on the schedule after not re- 
newing its contract with Tate High, of Florida, and preferred 
not to play in the final week of the regular season to allow 
for rest before making a playoff run. Since Daleville was 
also struck with only nine games and was open in the early- 
August slot, the two teams got together, and so, Elba will 
play two games in the month of August. The six home 
games are good for everyone involved and should help 
bring in a little extra revenue while cutting back on a fifth 
road trip. With Daleville and Opp coming up in the opening 
two weeks the Tigers will have to be ready to roar right out 
of the gate if they hope to improve on last season’s win total. 

*** Tf you don’t believe the Alabama High School Athletic 
Association is a money making organization you are badly 
mistaken! The AHSAA announced last week that it would 
waive its membership dues for the 28th straight year, at a total 
savings of $84,000 to its member schools, and would also re- 
turn $2 million to the schools in revenue sharing. While the 
AHSAA does take its share of criticism for many things, its 
member schools are proud to be in the organization, and its 
revenue sharing plan and history of giving back to the schools 
makes it one of the best in the entire nation. 

*** While on the subject of the AHSAA, it also made 
the state’s private schools happy last week when its Central 
Board tweaked its controversial ‘competitive balance rule.’ 
The rule, which led to a lawsuit from St. Paul’s, was 
adopted in 2017 and set up a points scale of a school’s suc- 
cess in sports over a three-year period. In the past, private 
schools earned 4 points for each championship appearance 
it made over a three-year period, 2 points for a semifinal 
appearance and 1 point for a quarterfinal appearance. If 
more than 4 points were earned, the school would be moved 
up one classification for the next four years. Under the new 
tule, the points will add up for only two years, and if a 
school is bumped up’ a‘¢lass, it can come down in only two 
years, The change will also result in a change in reclassifi- 
cation, since the AHSAA will have to wait until the indi- 
vidual sports seasons are concluded to determine points 
earned. The AHSAA will still announce the classifications 
of its member schools in early-January every two years 
based upon student enrollment figures, but will not be able 
to finalize region make-up until the individual sports con- 
clude their seasons. I’m sure the public schools aren’t too 
excited about the change, but will follow the rules and con- 
tinue to push to move the private schools into their own 
classification, 

*** Tf you wonder ‘shy so many top notch high school 
athletes head to the University of Alabama to play football, 
here are a couple of million! The NFL announced contract 
figures last week for many rookies in the league and after 
taking a look at the list found out that ten Crimson Tide draft 
picks from last season combined to sign contracts in excess 
of $85 million. Quinnen Williams has a four-year guaran- 
teed contract that totals $32,529,371, including a $21,677, 
724 signing bonus, while Jonah Williams’ contract totals 
over $17 million; Josh Jacobs’ contract totals almost $12 
million; Irv Smith’s contract totals almost $6 million’ Da- 
mien Harris’ contract totals almost $4 million; Christian 
Miller’s contract totals over $3 million; Deionte Thomp- 
son’s contract totals almost $3 million; Ross Pier- 
schbacher’s contract totals almost $3 million; Mack 
Wilson’s contract totals just under $3 million; and Isaiah 
Buggs’ contract totals over $2.6 million. All contracts are 
for four years, with the biggest three being guaranteed. Pro 
football is not a sport, it is a business!
